He has traveled ex- 
tensively on a Rockefeller schol- 
arship through India, Tibet, Siam, 
Ceylon, Malaya, China, and 
Japan, and has previously taught 
at Columbia University, the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, Pacific School 
of Religion, and the University of 
California

and the Western Tradition will 
be presented at 1 pm. in Doug- 
lass hall 212 

Dr. James M. Bradfield, pro- 
fessor of education, will speak on 
the case for humanism.

Politics Analyzed 
Wednesday At 9 


Democracy and the Manipula- 
tion of Consent will be analyzed 


Wednesday by Dr. John C. Liv- 
ingston, assistant professor of 
government, at 9 am. in the 


Sacramento State College Gym- 
nasium. 


Livingston will discuss the topic 
by «inalyzing the current state of 
American politics in light of it's 
traditional background. 

Basically he will argue that 
“a certain amount of manipula- 
tion and compromise is tolerable 
in a democratic society as long 
as the ideal of rationality is 
also part of the political process. 
What is needed is to have pol- 
iticians who would rather be right 
than elected.” 

He further says, “Current pol- 
itics have gone beyond that point 
to a situation where manipulation 
and compromise have eliminated 

Livingston maintains, “Only 
all concern with the public in- 
terest.” 
our own rediscovery of our hu- 
man potentiality for conscious, 
morai choice witl permit us to 
salvage the democratic ideal.” 

Livingston received his Ph. D. 
from Claremont Gyaduate College 
after getting a BA from UCLA 
and an MA from the University 
of California at Berkeley. From 
1947 through 1954 he was an as- 
sistant professor at the University 
of Denver and regional director 
for the Case Analysis Division of 
the Wage Stabilization Board of 
the United States Government in 
1951-52. 

During World War II he was 
a Second Lieutenant in the 
Army's 36th and 87th Infantry 
Divisions.

TV Station To 
Telecast 2 Unit 
College Course 


Sacramenio State College will 
introduce a two unit course in 
political geography over Sacra- 
mento’s new educational televi- 
sion station, Channel 6, begin- 
ning March 3 at 8:30 p.m 

The 14 week one-half hour 
course will be offered on Tues- 
day and Thursday evenings con- 
sisting of 28 telecasts. Two semes- 
ter units of upper division credit 
may be earned in the extension 
division by registering for Geog- 
raphy 127 Political Geography. 

The course transmitting over 
the fifteen county KVIE service 
area is designed for those who 
have completed the first two 
years of college with some back- 
ground in studies of moderna 
Europe, basic geography, or in- 
ternational politics. 

Dr. John S. Haupert, assistant 
professor of social science, will 
instruct the course. Reading of 
textbooks and objective examina- 
tions as well as reguiar viewing 
of the TV programs will be the 
basic course requirements. Ex- 
aminations will be held on cam- 
pus. 

The course wiil show the char- 
acteristics of the political unit as 
a geographic area and its re- 
lation to land resources, people 
and production so that the stu- 
dent will be able to understand 
some of the basic elements of 
foreign policy and to better in- 
terpret worid events. 

Students may register on or 
before March 3, in 217 Adminis- 
tration building. Applications wi! 
not be acceptedafter March 19. 
A fee of $17 payable to SSC will 
be part of the registration re- 
quirement.

Mobley is something unusual, 
both on and off the court. His 
antics with a basketball have 
long been a controversial issue, 
but a less known fact is his per- 
formance with the books. Chuck 
is a social science major, a mem- 
ber of the Blue Key national 
honor society, vice president of 
the drama club and is a student 
assistant to Dr. Sam Ross. On 
top of this, he does social work, 
teaching basketball to boys at 
Stanford Home 

In spite of all this activity, 
Chuck has kept his grades high 
enough to be recornmended for a 
scholarship to Syracuse 


Leads Club 
Mobley, who is currently lead- 
ing the Hornet seorers with a 


216 average for 15 games hit the 
all-time high for a single game 
with 35 counters against the star 
studded San Francisco Olympie 
Club. So far this season he has 
hit the 20 mark 11 times 

Still more important than the 
scoring lead is the fact that 
Chuck leading the club 
In assists with his fancy passes 
and. teeds, 

Coach Hal Wolf discovered 
his ace while Mobley was in the 
Air Force, playing for McClellan 
AFB in 1955. Wolf talked to 
Mobley and sold him on Sacra- 
mento State.

General Tang, general aide for 
Chiang Kai Shek, gave an elabo- 
rate banquet for the troop before 
the show in Formosa. The menu 
included such characteristic deli- 
eacies as sea slugs, octupus, and 
pigeon heads. Served course by 
course, with no forks for miles 
around just chop sticks, Miss 
Flannery remarks, ‘It's a good 
way to lose weight!” Before each 
course is served a toast of rice 
wine is given, which “made the 
party quite gay!” 

In one show they gave, they 
faced an audience of 2.000 Chi- 
nese, approximately 20 per cent 
of whom understood a bit of Eng- 
lish. Since Miss Flannery depend- 
ed mainly on language to get her 
comedy routine across, she 
promptly changed her act, and 
did an all jazz show. This was a 
huge success as jazz is interna- 
tional.

Fuller Fugues 








Gimmicks ia music, as any- 
where else, are something that 
detract and should be avoided # 
at all possible. One of the worst 
kinds of gimmicks is a one man 


band, but there is inevitably the 
exception to prove the rule. 

The exception in this case is 
folk singer Jesse Fuller. I would 
prefer to say that Fuller is a man 
who sings and plays five instru- 
ments simultaneously, all excep- 
tionally competantiy. Fuller, as 
Ralph Gleason pointed out, does 
not merely sing folk music, he is 
a folk singer. 

The distinguishing characteris- 
tic of a folk singer is authenti- 
eity. Fuller does not perform just 
for the sake of entertainment, 
but rather, he is expressing his 
thoughts or ideas as a writer or 
painter would express his. He is 
reflecting what he has experi- 
enced, not what he has learned 
from rote 

Fuller is one of the last re- 
maining links between Negro folk 
music and jazz as we know it. 
He represents that school of tran- 
sition which includes work songs, 
blues, spirituais and folk tunes. 

Fuller is now living in Oak- 
land, is sixty-three, and is as col- 
orful a personality as one could 
meet. He stil] can tap dance (not 
just wiggle), he says, and plays 
the harmonica twelve string 
guitar, kazoo, cymbals, and his 
own invention the fotdilla. This 
last is a bass type instrument 
that he plucks with the big toe of 
his right foot

The Sacramento State College Hornets will entertain 
the San Francisco State College Gators tonight at 8:15 in 
the Hornet Gym to cap the home basketball schedule for the 
year. A special celebration will be staged at halftime to 
honor SSC star Chuck Mobley for his fine contribution to

conference play. 

In a non-conference contest 
versus San Francisco Olympic 
Clab on January 17, the Hornets 
squeeked out a 69-62 triumph in 
an underdcg role. Ron Tomsic, 
former Stanford University 
great, could not come close to 
matching a brilliant 35-point ef- 
fort by the Hornets’ Chuck Mob- 
ley. Mobley scored consistently 
throughout the game, garnering 
17 points in the first half and 18 
more in the final period.

Tomsic played a good ball 
game as he led his squad with 
24 tallies, but he lost the ball a 
number of times by missing his 
floor shots.

Student Government 


In this world filled with tradition, ceremony and busy 
work there is only one haven for originality and experi- 
mentation, that being the college environment. 

As such, a college, in part icular student government, 
should provide a very flexible structure allowing students 
to have a good deal of freedom to alter and revise their pro- 
grams and institutions as they see fit. This can and should 
be done because there is little chance for lasting damage 
and thus there is a wonderful opportunity for the trial and 
error method of learning. 

Leadership training, which too often amounts to only 
a rationalization for student government, can have real sig- 
nificance under a flexible framework of government. 

Statements such as, “We've done this for years, there- 
fore it must be good,” “Other colleges do it so it must be 
right,” and “This procedure has worked and if your change 
isn’t successful next year’s students will be handicapped,” 
have absolutely no place in college student government 
other than as simple guide lines. 

Unfortunately comments such as these have continually 
appeared on this campus in a prominent role. This means 
that student government has lapsed into a dismal routine 
of busy work and trivia, and leadership training has become 
in fact only a rationalization. Rather than being interesting 
and enlightening, as well as necessary, student government 
is now merely necessary. 


Who's Conforming 


There are two types of conformists who infest con- 
temporary society, namely those persons who have a con- 
acious or unconscious belief in or reverence for group par- 
ticipation and those who claim to be devout non-conformists. 

The first group is by definition made up of conformists 
aince to be accepted into a group one must adopt the man- 
nerisms, dress and beliefs of the group. This means mem- 
bers must give up any claim to being individuals, that is 
being distinct or distinctive beings 

To be a member of a group one must refrain from 
activity which will mark him as odd or different. The most 
pathetic result of this behavior is that the member forsakes 
his most precious possession, the ability to be a rational, 
original thinker. 

The non-conformists are dominated in a very real sense 
by this same group, but in an inverse manner. They are 
left only one alternative when deciding a course of action, 
that is to do the opposite of that done by THOSE HOR- 
RIBLE CONFORMISTS. This means that the non-con- 
formists are also deprived of the use of their rational, re- 
flective abilities. As a consequence of the predicament of 
the non-conformists the very apt term Conforming-non- 
conformists has been developed to describe them. 

The net result of the existence of these two conforming 
groups is the stifling of valid critical analysis of existing 
institutions and proposed changes in the society. One group 
is dedicated to the maintenance of the status quo and the 
other is dedicated to the abolishment of institutions because 
of their very existence. Both of these points of view are 
created by emotional drives, thus eliminating the possibility 
of rational evaluation of the purpose, function or need for 
institutions. 

What are needed are true non-conformists, or possibly 
more adequately stated, since the term non-conformists 
has been so horribly prostituted in this society, what are 
needed are individualists, A true individualist is a person 
who could rationally weigh the pros and cons of a situation 
and base a decision, not on whether it is the socially ac- 
ceptable decision or the socially unacceptable decision, but 
rather on its inherent valid or invalid points.
